Alleged Discovery of the Use of Coin 
in Feltoun’s Behalf. 


Indications That the Whole Thing ig a 
Cleverly Goncocted “Fake.” 


Talk of an Invest gation—Attorney- 
General Hert as a Mystifier— 
Another Ballot for 

ator Taken.

SACRAMENTO, March 17.—[Special.] 
About half an hour before the joint 
session of the Assembly met. today the 
ward passed quickly through the Capi- 
tol building that a roil-call of the 
House had been found containing the 
names of forty-five members of that 
body who haa been bribed to vote for 
Felton for Senator. 

By the time the joint convention 
met every m@mber knew it, with 
elaborate details. All the statements 
affirmed that Attorney General 
Hart bad the documents § and 
that they would probably send both 
F elton and Judge Dibbie to the ‘penir 
tentiary, along with quite a number of 
members of the House. 

The effect of these stories was to 
again — the vote from Felton, 
which would have elected him, but did 
not have the effect which the managers 
for Estee hoped, which was to elect 
Estee to the Senate. After one ballot 
the joint comvention adjourned. By 
this time the town was full of rumors 
and the office ofthe Atttorney General 
was soon crowded with reporters, offi- 
cials and a fewgentiemen who were re- 
ported to be on the snspicious list. The 
Attorney General assumed a deeply 
mysterious air; informed everybody 
that the damning proofs were locked 
up in his safe and could not be seen by 
mortal eye until he wanted to show 
them. This opened wide the flood- 
gates of gossip, and everybody in the 
city was either accused or suspected 
of participating in the crime of bribery. 
Then the reporters in a body waited on 
the Attorney General and demanded 
the information for the public. This 
demand was responded to by the At- 
torney General ip a written statement 
tothe public «Pich was intended to 
mystify and magnify the matter and 
cast suspicion in all directions. 

The reports were carried to M. H. 
de Young that hisname was in some 
way connected with the scandal, and 
he at once requested a friend to visit 
the Attorney General and learn if this 
was true. The reply came back at 
once that such was pot the case. Mr. 
de Young requested the Attorney Gen- 
eral to visit his room, No. 100, at the 
Golden Eagle Hotel, and make a state- 
ment of thecase in such a way as to 
either acquit or implicate him in the 
affair. 

Mr. Hart responded, and at 3:50 met 
Mr. de Young, Col. John P. Jackson, 
Col. H. G. Otis, Gen. Salamon, Frank 
M. Stone, Mr. Jobn P. Young, Hon. 
Charles N. Felton and Tue Times cor- 
respondent. Atthe outset Mr. Hart 
stated positively that there was noth- 
ing in the matter which in any way 
connected Mr. De Young with it, and 
finally told the following tale: 


At 11:21 this morning, wheo 
about to enter the office of the 
Governor. a young man named 


Solomon met him and informed him 
that he was wanted in the State Li- 
brary by Mr. Estee and Mr. Dan 
Burns, to take charge of some papers 
which were of a startling nature, as 
exposing a scheme of wholesale 
bribery. 7 
With deliberation the Attorney-Gen- 
eral looked at his watch and noted 
that it was just 11:21 o’clock. Then 
be went with the messenger up oue 
flight of stairs to the State Library. 
and upon entering again consulted 
his watch and noted'that it was 11:25 
a.m. After making this mental note 
of the time, he saw inthe room Mr. 
Estee, Dan Burns, Senators Heacock 
and McGowan, Maj.

Press.}] The British 
steamship Utopia, from Italian ports 
bound to New York, with 700 Italian 
emigrants aboard, collided tuday with 
the British ironclad Rodney. anchored 
in Gibraltar Bay, and sank soon after. 
A southwest gale was blowing at 
time. 

Many women and children were 
drowned. A large number clinging to 
the rigging have been rescued by boats 
fromthe channel sauadron. Intense 
excitemént prevails on shore. 

On entering the bay the Utopia, be- 
fore colliding with the Roduey, ran 
into the British ironclad Anson.

THE RAILROADS. 


FRESNO BOUND TO BUILD THE 
MOUNTAIN ROAD. 


The Connecting Link to the Cana- 
dian Pacific—The Burlington’s 
Retrenchment Reaches 
Los Angeles—Notes. 


Fresno citizens have subscribed $60,000 
forthe mountain railroad, and expeci to 
raise the balance of the required $100,000 in 
short order. Freeno seems determined to 
hivethe road. Itis confidently stated 
that as soon as the remaining 
$40,000.is pledged the work of grading the 
roadbed will begin. ‘Che surveyors are at 
work north of the San Joaquin River now, 
having crossed just above Hamptouville, 
They will work up Cottonwood Creek, over 
to Fine Gold and thence on to and up the 
North Fork until sufficient elevation is ob- 

tained to reach the North Fork Pass. ‘The 
forest apd mineral region traversed 
will be one ot unlimited resources, while 
the fruit and agricultural lands opened up 
in the foothills and on the plains will be 
almost an empire in extent and richness.

The report presented the day before, after a 
few changes, was read as follows. and 
adopted: 
Kecommended, that providing the general 
committee of the State citrus fair will fur- 
nish $3000 of the surpius of the present fair 
for a guarantee fund, and providing a guar- 
antee fund of %3000 is promised by the 
Chamber of Commerce, the State citrus fair 
be removed to Chicago and that the profits 
be divided as follows: Forty per cent to the 
Chamber of Commerce, and per cent to 
the localities represented, said 60 per cent 
to be divided pro rata according tothe value 
of the exhibit turnished for the purpose of 
this exhibit. 

Recommended that each locality furnish 
its fruit free of expense. 

Recommended that each locality senda 
representative to Chicago to place its fruit 
in place free of expense to the association. 

Kecommended that the matter of the dis- 
tribution of 60 per cent of the proceeds be 
referred to a committee composed of a rep- 
resentative from each locality. Appeals 
from the decision of this committee may be 
made to the Executive Committee. 

Recommended that premiums amounting 
to $2,500 be paid out of the 60 per cent, the 
award of premiums to be made by judges 
selected from citizens of Chicago. 

The Citrus Fair Committee thes met, with 
President Wells in the chair and Secretary 
Hanchette prosent. Tbe following members 
of the committee were present. J. W. Cook 
of Glendora, N. C. Carter of Sierra Madre, 
J. L. Howland of Pomona, W. K. Snow of 
Tustin, RK. H. Young of San Diego, Maj. E. 
W. Jones ef this city. 

‘The recommendations of the special com- 
mittee were read. 

Mr. Carter moved that the committee ap- 
pointed at the former meeting give the sur- 
plus of the fair receipts to the exhibition to 
be held in 1593. Carried. 

Mr. Howland moved as a_ substitute for 
the original motion, that the protits from 
this fair be used as acash guarantee fund 
in reproducing the present exhibition in 
Chicago; provided that a guarantee fund of 
#3000 be secured by the Chamber of Com- 
merce. Carried unanimously, 

Mr. Young moved that the reproduction 
of the citrus fair in Chicago be under the 
same general inapagement as the one held 
in Los Angeles. Carried. 

Mr. Young moved that the Executive 
Committee follow out the general plan as 
proposed by the special committee ap- 
pointed by the Chamber of Commerce. 
Carried. 

Mr. Howfind moved that the Executive 
Comittee be authorized to make such re- 
vision of the programme as they may deem 
necessary. Carri 

Maj. Jones moved that the president be 
authorized to send an urgent invitation to 
all localities in the district, not represented 
in the present fair, to be prepared to exhibit 
citrus and semi-tropical fruits at the fair in 
Chicago. Carried. 

Mr. Howland moved thatthe c es on 
fruits shipped to Chicago be»paid by the 
association. Carried. 

Mr. Young moved that the Executive Com- 
mittee be asked to furnish transportation 
for ten porsons, as follows: One from San 
Diego county, two from San Bernardino 
county, three from Los Angeles county, one 
trom Santa Barbara county, one from Ven- 
tura county, one from Orange county and 
one atlarxe. Carried. Adjourned, 

In the afternoon the various exhibitors 
were notifieu by the management that they 
had decided definitely to remove the fair to 
Chicago, and as far as heard from last night 
the following sections have appointed their 
representatives: ©.

HUMAN CHATTELS. 


Social Condition of the So-called 
Turkish Peddlers. 

Most people are familiar with the appear. 

ance of the so-called ‘‘Turkish” peddlers 


who made their appearance in the city 
some months ago, but few know that, with 
but few exceptions, they are the victims of 
a social condition whichis but slightly.re 
moved from absolute slavery. In an 

cle discussing these people, the San Fran: 
cisco Chronicle says: 

‘They are the human chattels of a class 
of importers of foreign birth who have their 
agents apd established headquarters in 
every city of preminence on the Pacific 
Coast as well as in Eastern centers. 

**These buman chattels, who all claim to 
be Turks to advance the novelty of their 
personality in the eyes of the purchasing 
public, are the scum of Syria, Armenia, 
Greece and Italy. 

“There are several thousands of these 
serfs employed by their money-making fel- 
low countrymen in the Uuited States, 
Hundreds are annually added to the num- 
ber already employed. Ignorant of their 
legal rights, and pvorly versed in the lan- 
guage of the country, they tamely submit 
to their exacting master, receiving only their 
food, lodging and scanty clothing. 

“These serfs sell themselves to their mas- 
ters, hoping that ina pew country they will 
better their condition, and be at least re- 
lieved of the pangs of hunger which con- 
stantiy beset them in their aative lands 
Pledged to work either for life or for ye 
for those whv provide them with trauspor- 
tation to the new land of promise, they are 
sent on their arrivalin the United States, 
to the cities where their labors will prove 
the most remunerative. 

‘They have lately encroached upon what 
to them is a virgin field—the Pacific Coast— 
and numbers are frequently being sent 
— to thoroughly cover every profitable 

nt. 

‘There have been as many as forty or 
fifty of these human cbhattels—men, women 
and youtbs—engaged making stréet Sales 
in this city, but they have decreased until 
only twelve or fifteen cover the trade of San 
Francisco. Seattle, Tacoma and Washing- 
ton generally include ntteen or twenty in 
their boundaries. Los Angelesis favored 
with the presence of tenor twelve, while 
Uregon—which, according to their state- 
meuts, is proving to be the more remunera- 
tive tield—has from thirty to fifty of these 
serfs catering to the demands of their pecu- 


harbors ten or fifteen, while the progress of 
Utah is marked by baving twenty or thirty, 
“Their residence at any place is not per- 
maneat, but, like the nomadic Arab of the 
desert, these slaves silently fold their tents 
and steal away at the wili of their masters, 
which varies with the variations of the 
trade. One of the places in this city where 
nomadic serfs receive their supplies and 
render their accounts is at No. 74 Minna 
street. itis a supply depot and is con- 
ducted under the name of Joseph Sharbe!l & 
Co, There, in a foul, ill-smelling roo 
crowded with Syriana of both sexes, of al 
sizes and ages, is a large stock of trinkets 
and religious articles stored in pasteboard 
boxes of various sizes displayed on shelves 
which run «about the room. This apart- 
ment contains two beds and a lounge, 


and the lack of other furnishings 
is made compulsory by the space 
taken up by the immense _ stock 


which is doled out to be sold by the 
street peddlers in this city and neighborin 
towns. Joseph Sharbel himself is a bronz 
and brawny Syrian, much past the years of 
middle lite. He is the padrone who directs 
the actions and labors of the dozen of com- 
posite nationalities of both sexes and va- 
rious ages who were gathered in the room. 
tHe was rather reticent when questioued 
yesterday by a Chronicle reporter, and 
while claiming to be unacquainted 
with others engaged in the same line 
of business he dispiayed a knowledge re- 
garding the location of branch agencies and 
nuwber of his countrymen and women en- 
gaged in the trade toat was remarkabie. 
Some of the supply depots in this city remit 
regularly from $3000 to $4000 a week to the 
East and Europe as payments for shipmerts 
and invoices of goods. 

“Joseph Sharbel stated that bis country- 
men purchased their goods of him, but the 
fact that appearances were against their 
ever possessing a dollar in their own right, 
and that they clustered so fondly about the 
padrone, and their seeming ambition to an- 
ticipate his every wish, lends the charm of 
imagination to his statements.” —

Good Work for Southern 
California. 


‘A VERY CREDITABLE DISPLAY. 


The Advance Agent for the Big Ex- 
hibit Which WIll be Sent to ~ 
the World's Fair 
“In 1892, 4 


The Chicago exhibit isdotng good work 
for Southern California, and the papers of 
that city are assisting in the work. Maj. 
Ben Truman never loses an opportunity to 
bring the advantages of Southern California 
to the attention of the residents of the 
“frozen East,” and the effect is sure to be 
felt in the increased immigration to this 
section in the near future. That the Chi- 
cago papers are not at all backward about 
bringing out the strong points about South- 
ern California isshown by the following 
from the Tribune of March 1: 

When one speaks of California fruits 
and vegetables one is at once understood to 
be speaking of the great things of earth. 
But when one mentions an exhibit of such 
edibles—the pick of the orchard and the 
garden, the Goliaths among the giants—it 
can be understood what may be seen at the 
Southern California exhibit in the Riaito 
building. 

Toe exhibitin charge of Maj. B. ©. Tru- 
man, isa sort of an advance sgent for the 
big exhibit Californians intend making at 
the World’s Fair. Nothing is sold, orders 
are not taken for anything, por are visitors 
asked to buy real estate. The object is 
merely to show what Southern California 
can ptoduce, and to look at the variety of 
the products one would think Southero 
California lands were working overtime. 

When the exhibit was first opened it was 
composed entirely of deeiduous fruits— 
apples, pears, etc. But the cute little 100; 
pound watermelons and the stunted 
pound squashes have gone, and in their 
places are the citrus fruits. A carload of 
these came last Wednesday, and with them 
an assortment of all kinds of vegetabies. 

Among the attractive things of an atrract- 
tive display are seedless lemons of an ellip- 
tical shape that grow nowhere else in the 
world but in Southern California. They 
weigh about twice as much as ordinary 
Sicily lemons, are thin-skinned and con- 
tain only juice, there being neither seeds 
nor pulp. it will be interesting to know 
that this lemon first made its appearance 
from a seed planted by H. M. Higgins, 
formerly a music-dealer of this city. 

Some fine Sicily lemons, contributed by 
W. W. Whitney of San Diego county, are 
also on exhibition, and Mr. Whitney also 
displays some magnificent Washington and 
Australian Navel oranges, a number of 
which weigh nearly two pounds each, as 
well as apples and guavas, 

‘Two-pound oranges are not bad, even for 
San Diego. county. But the same county 
goes further. It brags of some Irish pota- 
tees planted in October and dug February 
20, when they were nearly a foot long. 
Cauliflower, three heads of which average 
nineteen pounds each, cabbages like pump- 
kins, turnips like cabbages, green peas like 
marbles, celery, parsnips, persimmons, 
limes, and honey also come from the same 
place. One of the cabbages tipped the scale 
at twenty-eight pounds. 

Among the new things from Orange 
county are some seediess, Blood and Navel 
oranges and limes, lemons, and citrons, and 
a box of honey from Mme. Moudjeska’s ranch 


' pear Santa Ana; aigo a fine lot of hard and 


soft sheil English walnuts, peanuts and pe- 
cans from the Board of ‘Trade of Orange 
county. This county also sends a great 
many specimens of dried fruits and raisins. 

San Bernardino county contributes largely 
in dried fruits, ail of which are sun dried, 
the evaporating process being out of use in 
Southern California. Several tables are 
covered with all the varieties of dried de- 
ciduous fruits from the Kedlands, Lugonia 
and oid San Bernardino. Some splendid 


specimens of the celebrated Riverside Navel 


oranges and Lisbon and Sicily lemons are 


_contriputed by Dr. Jarvis. San Bernardino 


sent enough onions to plunge a good-sized 


_ community into tears, and a sufficiency of 


turnips, potatoes and parsiips from Kiver- 
side that, with the proper amount of meat, 
would make a stew to feed the unengployed 
at Jackson Park. 

Los Apgeles county sends a fine lot of 
cauliflowers, bananas, irish potatoes, 
ouions, cabbages, celery, tomatoes, green 
peppers, string beans, lemons, limes, oranges 
aud other citrus fruits. 

The largest oranges come from F. O. Story 
of Alhambra, Los Angeles county. The 
ground on which these oranges are grown 
was caileda desert, unfit for cultivation, 


eighteen yearsago. A young man named 


J. Ve Barth Shorb bought the property from 


' the Government, buiit reservoirs in the 


neighboring mountains, and turned the 
“desert” intoone of the prettiest spots in 
semi-tropical California. A large number 
ot the oranges from this region weigh one 
and one-fourth pounds each. A _ superior 
selection of oranges comes from D. Freeman 
of Inglewood, at which place Mrs. John C. 
Frémont bas a beautiful home. 

A recent addition to the exhibitis a col- 
lection of all the varieties of wine produced 
in Southern California, including sherry, 
port, muscat, sweet muscatel, Riesling, An- 
gelica, Madeira. Burgundy, and claret from 
the San Gabriel ine Company. From 
Kohler & Frohling, the oldest winemakers 
ou the Pacific Coast, come Malaga, Zinfan- 
del, Sauterne, Madeira, Angelica, Riesiing, 
Cabernet, Sauvienon, port, sherry, Burgun- 
dy, Gutadel, Hock and Hocheimer. Other 
winemakers send specinens of wines and 
brandies, 

There are aiso at the exhibition specimens 
of cotton, silk and tobacco, and, by way of 
dessert, a creat variety of preserves and jel- 
lies, besides canned fruits and vegetables.

And old San Diego is not a -whit 
behind ber sisters of the beautiful south- 
land, but from National City, El Cajon, Es- 
condido and the delightiul Sweetwater 
Valley, there is sent such a tempting array 
of fruits that one wishes he might live there 
till the end of time, and enjoy the sweets of 
paradise. 

San Diego county also furnishes a novelty 
in the way of several plates of Irish pote- 
toes, which were pianted last September 
and dug in February. They are fine, large 
and perfect specimens of the tuber, measur- 


ing six to seven inches in len and 
weighing from four to five nds. There 
are also the pippin and Feormatn apples 


from the same county. From Los Angeles 
and Orange counties there are cabbages 
that weigh eighteen pounds, and cauliflow- 
ers that tip the beam at sixteen pounds.

The San Gabriel Wine Company of Los 
Angeles county, makes a very creditabie ex- 
hibit of port, sherry, aneelics, Madeira, 
muscat, muscatel, Reisling, hock, tlocheimer. 
and other wines from their extensive cel- 
lars. Visitors from the country will be spe- 
cially interested in the exhibit of wheat, 
corn, Egyptian coro, barley, rye and alfalfa. 
Their eyes always buige out when they are 
told that alfalfa, which isa kind of clover, 
will yield some half-dozen crops a year and 
furnish pasturace for more stock than an 
Lilinois meadow will for the whole of that 
time, Some of the corn is fifteen feet high, 
Pand much of the grain is six feet. Speci- 
mens are also shown of silk, tobacco, cot- 
ton, borax, petroleum, hops and broom corp. 

A prominent feature of the display of 
honey is.some very choice frames from the 
apiary of Mme. Modjeska, who owns a fine 
ranch near Santa Ana. From San Juan 
Capistrano are some handsome crystalized 
fruits.

SENSATIONAL DEVELOPMENTS AT 
SACRAMENTO, 


Only one ballot was taken for Sena- 
tor at Sacramento yesterday. The bal- 
lot resulted: Estee 45, Felton 33, 
Bianchard 2, Johnston 4, Perkins 1. 
The Democrats cast 24 votes for 
Stephen M. White. At present writing 
it looks as if the session might last as 
long as the celebrated session~-of the 
llinois Le&islature, recently ‘brought 
to a close. 

To aman up a tree, it looks as if 
Estee’s steady gains were due to a pre- 
concerted arrangement, by which ac- 
cessions to his standard were to be 
made gradually, so as not to create too 
much comment. However, this may 
not be the case. ‘Time will show, 

The sensation of yesterday was an 
alleged exposé of bribery, with which 
it is sought to connect Felton’s 
name. Full particulars of the affair 
are given in our special dispatch 
from Sacramento, printed in another 
column. As will be seen, our corre- 
spondent attaches no credit whatever 
to the versions of the transaction 
which are in circulation. 

These repeated rumors of bribery 
and corruption are becoming very 
nauseating to all healthy minds. It 
has been nothing but sack—sack— 
sack from the beginning of the session, 
until the Legislature is beginning to 
stink in the nostrils of the public. 


SEWAGE DISPOSAL. 


We -print today a communication 
from Mr. Samuel Rees, on the subject 
of sewage disposal. Referring to Mr. 
Morgan’s description of the method of 
sewage disposal in« English cities, re- 
cently published in Imm Times, Mr. 
Rees is of the opinion that the climatic 
conditions of this section require a 
different mode of treatment—that 
while in England only the solids are 
needed we bere have use for both 
' solids and liquids. Hence, he advo- 


cates the application -of- the —erude 


sewage. to the. soil, rather than. the. 
erection of precipitation works. 

As to the question of where a large 
body of suitable lands can be found 
to receive the sewage, near the city, 
Mr. Rees suggests the Sausal Redondo 
rancho and other adjacent lands, com- 
prising in all some 50,000 acres, many 
of the owners of which, Mr. 
Rees says, haye expressed their 
desire to purchase sewage from the 
city and assist the Council in obtaining 
right-of-way for a sewer, provided— 
and here the main question comes in— 
provided the city builds an outfail to 
the ocean to dispose of the surplus 
water during the winter rains. Mr. 
Rees Says that a thirty-six-inch outfall 
sewer can be laid to the ocean through 
these Junds for $275,000; that Pasa- 
dena would probably contribute half 
this expense, and that the crude sewage 
could be sold for more than enough to 
pay interest ou the bonds. 

Without indorsing them, we pre- 
sent these views as being of interest 
and worthy of consideration. We 
shall be pleased to receive any clear, 
concise and practical suggestions on 
the important question of sewage dis- 
posal, which question will now have to 
be met and solved. The Council will 
today hoid a special session, at which 
speeches on ‘the subject will be beard. 


THE DELINQUENT TAX LIST. 


Many people tind it easier to jump at 
a conclusion than to reach it by a more 
deliberate process of reasoning. An 
assertion that this tendency is fruitful 
in error would be as superfluous as 
true, being generally conceded. Even 
some of our eastern exchanges, usually 
so careful, bave taken such a jump, 
and Lave thereby unintentionally done 
au injustice to Los angeles. Readers 
of Tne TiMEs, who were not person- 
ally interested, could not be expected 
to pay more than a superticial attention 
to the delinquent tax list recently pub- 
lished in this paper, though all were 


probably impressed with its size. It 
was voluminous, measured by 
lines, columns and pages, and

amount fér double assessments, which 
would leave thé total amount yet de- 
linquent not over $30,000. 

There are countiesin the East that 
can make a far worse showing, though 
they may not be charged with posses- 
ing what our contemporaries call a 
“burst boom”; and furthermore, some 
of them can never overcome their pre- 
sent condition. Los Angeles is not in 
the sléugh-of despond by any manner 
of means, and has no reason to be 
ashamed of the actual facts made 
public by the tax list. 


THE ARID REGION OF THE UNITED 
STATES, 


The New York State Farmers’ 
League recently adopted, at Syracuse, 
a declaration that national legislation 
be deferred in reference to the irriga- 
tion of the Western arid lands at pub- 
lic expense until the consumptive de- 
manudsof the people shall requirea 
greater productive area. Inan article 
published In the New York Tribune, 
and since reprinted in »pamphlet form, 
Joseph Nimmo, Jr., seeks to prove that 
the League has fallen into the error of 
mistaking a customer for a competitor. 
He says: 


It is furthest from my thoughts to com- 
ment iu any disputatious or censerious 
manner upon the errors into which the New 
York State Farmers’ League has faliea in 
regardto the subject of irrigation; for 1 
have none other than kind feelings toward 
the League ip its general aims regardingthe 
protection and encouragement of ‘agricul- 
ture. Ll believe that the impression which 
led to its utterance upon the subject is 
shared by alarge majority of our eastern 
people who have not had the opportunity of 
informing themselves as to the relations 
which the arid region sustains to the rest of 
the country. Similar expressions have 
fallen from the lips of legislators on the 
the floor of Congress within a year. 
By way of apology for the  pres- 
ent attempt to remove such erroneous 
views, 1 may perbaps be permitted to men- 
tion the fact that during the last ten years, 
as an ollicer of the Goverument and as a 
private citizen, | have carefully studied the 
resources and characteristic ‘conditions of 
the Rocky Mountain region; that twice I 
have in person explored that area, and by 
studious éffert have attained unto the 
knowledge of the subject which 1 now pos- 


sess, 

In view of all the factsin the case, I am 
impeiled to say in conclusion that it will be 
discreditabie to the States of the East if in 
the future consideration of the subject of 
irrigation they shal! mistake a customer for 
a competitor, or by non-actionu or unfavor- 
able action seek to throw obstacles in the 
way of the development of a vast and prom- 
ising section of our common country, which 
offers a large and growing market for east- 
ern products of agriculture, 


In a map of the “arid region of the 
United States,” appended to the pam- 
phiet, Mr. Nimmo includes all of Cal- 
ifornia south of Kern county. While 
his predictions may be true of the 
Rocky Mountain region,Southern Cali- 
forniacertainly expects to be very much 
of a competitor of the East, as far as 
horticulture is concerned. We must, 
furthermore, protest against the class- 
ing of this section as an “arid region.”’ 
The term is untrue and misleading, 
except as to a few desert tracts of very 
limited extent.

Sewage Disposal.

the day. It is perhaps one of the most 
important problems that our City Coun- 
cli is expected to solve. According to 
the letter of Mr. Morgan, which ap- 
prone in the Los Angeles Times 

farch 11, the methods in vogue in 
Canterbury and Brmingham, England, 
are undoubtedly fairly successful. 
But the question arises, whether the 
climatic conditions of our country and 
the requirements of our soils are not 
80 widely divergent from those of En- 
giand, as torender it unwise to adopt 
the same methods for disposing of sew- 
age. In England, on account of their 
frequent rains, the chief and almost 
the only value in the sewage lies in the 
solid matter it contains, and for this 
reason they resort to the precipitation 
system for separating the liquid from 
the solid matter. At the Birmingham 
sewage farm the liquid portion of the 
sewage is conveyed iutoan adjacent 
stream, except perhaps at very infre- 
quent intervals, when the rainfall is 
scant. 

The language of Mr. Morgan is quite 
specific on this point. He says: *The 
sludge or sediment of the settling 
tanks is removed (after the water haa 
been drained from the t ) by chain 
pumps. . td carried to 
any part of the 400 acre m, whose 
turn it may be to receive the sludge, 
This is deposiced in layers about 
twelve inches thick, and as soon as 
dry enough is trenched under.” It is 
plain to be seen from Mr. Morgan’s 
own language, they not only do not 
need to use the water, but the sludge 
must be exposed to the sun and air 
to dry before it can be trenched under. 

Now, Mr. Editor, the methods 
adopted for the disposal of sewage 
must depend somewhat upon climatic 
conditions, and also upon the require- 
ments of the soils and their phone agg | 
to the cities producing the sewage. 
claim that the needs of our soils are 
widely different from those of England, 
because our soils need the liquid and 
the solids of the sewage. By the ap- 
plication of sewage in its crude form 
on our land, the even distribution of 
the solids is greatly facilitated, and we 
avoid the great expense of building 
and operating precipitation works. 


If I am _ correct in my _ state- 
ment that our soils need both 
the liquid and - solids of our 


sewage, then the question presents 
itself: Whereis the largest body of 
land, near our city, best adapted for 
the reception of our sewage, whose 
owners are anxious to use the same in 
its crude condition? My answeris, the 
Sausal Redondo rancho and other ad- 
jacefit lands, comprising in all some 
lifty thousand acres. This large body 
of land, with the application of our 
sewage thereon, can be made to yield 
untold wealth, much of which will 
drift into the tills of our merchants, 
thereby enriching our city. Many of 
the owners of these lands have ex- 
pressed their desire to purchuse sew- 
age from the city, and they will dssist 
the Council in obtaining right-of-way 
for the sewer. But they impose one 
irrevocable condition, namely: That 


during continuous rains, the city must 
build an outfall to the ocean. -It is 
within the possibilities that a thirty- 
six-inch outfall sewer can be laid 
through the lands just mentioned to 
the ocean for $275,000 and this will ac- 
commodate our city for twenty-five 
years, and it osay be within the proba- 
bilities that Pasadena would pay. our 
citv one half of this sum for the priv- 
ilege of conveying her sewage 
our--conduit, say for the term 
oftwenty years. To me it certainly 
appears utterly useless to establish 
here, either precipitation or deodoriz- 
ing works, because our soils actually 
need ali the elements of our sewage, 
and no better deodorizer can be found 
than well-cultiyated soil, We can sell 
our crude sewage for more than enough 
to pay interest on the bonds issued to 
build an outfall, whilethe Birmingham 
sewage farm, notwithstanding its 
cheap labor, is not self-sustaining; it 
should therefore not be very diflicult 
for our citizens to decide which method 
to adopt.

Alcéhol in Sweet Wines. 

BERKELY, March 16.—|To the Editor 
of Tur Times.] In correction of the 
misstatements madein the telegrams 
sent from Washington concerning the 
results of the investigation on the al- 
cohol determination in sweet wines, I 
state that so far as the practical out- 
come for the wine-makers is con- 
cerned, the case stands precisely as 
first stated; the discrepancies arising 
from the Government method, as 
shown in the published record, being 


terly untrustworthy and mischievous. 
The only change resulting from the 
tests is the shifting of the responsibility 
from the Government tables upon the 
method itself, and this is the only re- 
traction that has been made. 
It is difficult to conceive 
on what tenable ground the chemical 
experts of the department could rec- 
ommend such a grossly inaccurate pro- 
cess for the estimation of so highly- 
taxed a substance ag spirits, for every 
gallon of which the Government exacts 
an account from the distiller. How 
the latter could possibly square his ac- 
counts under the showing made by the 
saccharometer method, involving dif- 
ferences ranging from nothing to one- 
fifth of the whole, is not stated in the 
telegrams; but the commissioner’s ex- 
pressed intention of discarding it for 
the one recommended by me, proves 
that a comprehension of the question 
has dawned upon the powers that be.

Disgraceful Scenes Said to Have Oc- 
curred at His Bedside, 


His Last Political Mission to King 
Humbert’s Court. 


His Memoirs Not to be Published 
During ex-Empress Eugenle’s 

Life—Another Descendant 

Of Bonaparte Dies.

Rome, March 17.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] Prince Jerome Na- 
poleon died this evening. Abbe 
Pujol, it is announced, previous to the 
prince’s death, administered the last 
sacraments of the Roman Catholic 
church. 

This afternoon, after consultation 
with the other physician in attendance, 
Dr. Bacelli informed King Humbert 
that the end wasnear. The last agony 
soon followed. Prince Victor, shortly 
before the end, entered the room in 
which his father was dying, but was 
80 overcome with emotion that he left 
the apartment sobbing violently. 

The funeral will be conducted with 
religious ceremonies. The body will 
be interred in the royal mausoleum in 
the church of La Superoa on Collina 
Heights near Turin. Abbe Pujol says 
the dying man told him he did not 
profess the atheistic sentiments at- 
tributed to him; that he was inclined 
toward Rousseau’s doctrines and 
would die like an emperor adhering to 
the principles of the Concordat and 
imbued with the religious sentiments 
of the Bonapartes. 

Paris, March 17.—A dispatch to the 
Temps from Rome says the united 
strength of four mea was required to 


keep the dying prince in bed; that his 
groans caused by pain were audible in 
the street.

LONDON, March 17.—The Chronicle’s 
Rome correspondent and the Fan/fulla 
newspaper both declare that Prince 
Napoleon was unconscious when the 
sacrament of extreme unction was ad- 
ministered to him. 
DISGRACEFUL SCENES. 

The Times Paris correspondent com- 
menting on the death of Prince Napo- 
leon deals severely with the attendant 
circunistances ofthe deathscene. He 
says: Religious fanaticism and human 
ambition met at the sick bed where 
modern science has prolonged for a 
fortnight a life otherwise ended long 
ago. Church and throne disputed for 
the possession of the body 
which each desired to convert into 
trophy. Bigotry on the one side 
and thirst for power on the other 
added prolonged horrors tothe dying 
agony. Each bad recourse to lying in 
order to simuiate success. Public 
opinion has been revolted by the 
hideous zeal of those who torture the 
dying ip order to make them clients 
of the confessional. It has been re- 
volted still more by the rebel son who 
persists in rebellion in order to 
secure ephemeral, useless power. 
Confessors, cardinals, nuns and other 
religiouS —peoplié have shows will- 
ingness to revive all the horrors 
of the middle ages. The only one who 
leaves the horrible scene with a higher 
reputation is the prince himself, who 
preserved intact his force of will to die 
as he had lived, with a horror of the 
counterfeitin his soul and with con- 
tempt for the bypocrites on bis lips.” 

HIS LAST POLITICAL MISSION. 
The Paris correspondent of the News 
says: Prince Napoleon went to Rome 
to counsel King Humbert on the dan- 
gers of the dreibund to the house of Sa- 
voy, and to advocate the plan of the 
Duchess d’ Usez, to have the Prince of 
Naples marry Princess Helena of Or- 
leans instead of Princess Letitia, whom 
the duchess destined for the Duc @’ 
Orleans. 
Prince Napoleon gave copies of his 
will and memoirs to several trusted 
friends in order to prevent tampering, 
and ordéred that his memoirs should 
not be published during the lifetime of 
ex-Empress Eugenie. Abbe Pujol ad- 
ministered extreme unction to enable 
King Humbert to give a state funeral. 
Prince Napoleon’s memoirs establish 
by written evidence the fact that 


he never did agree with WNa- 
poleon MIII, even on the day 
following the disavowal of the 


Ajaccio speech; that he always re- 
mained a Frenchman and had uothing 
in view but the interests of France at 
the time of the Italian affair. The 
memoirs include the prince’s corres-’ 
pondence with Napoleon III up tothe 
time of the latter’s death. —

mint that $1,000,000 in gold bars bought 
by two firms, would not be allowed to 
be taken for export. This is the first 
time in eight years that the Govern- 
ment has refused to allow gold bars to 
be takan for export. Three years ago 
the assay office had $90,000,000 in gold 
and silver bars belind its counters, 
but the steady drain for the last two 
years has reduced the stock to $18,000.- 
000, and the prospect of further deple- 
tion was plainly apparent. If firms 
desire to ship gold they will have to 
draw gold coin from the subtreasury. 
WASHINGTON, March 17.—Acting 
Secretary of the Treasury Nettleton, 
referring to the refusal to allow gold 
bars to be exported, today said the 
action was taken with the full ap- 
proval of the President under the au- 
thority of therecent act of Congress 

giving the Secretary of the Treasury 
discretionary power to refuse such ex- 
changes when deemed necessary for 
the interests of the Government. On 
the last exchange a charge of 4 cents 

per $100 was imposed, but as this rate 

does not seem to have deterred the 
shipment of Government gold, the 
Treasury Department decided to dis- 

continue the exchange altogether for 

the present. .

Received With Cheers, 


He Denounces Parnell as Unworthy to 
be Trusted,

Home Rule Declared the Platform of 
the Engilsh Liberais During 
the Coming Parllamen- 
tary Campaign.

Lonpon, March 17.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.] Gladstone re- 
ceived a tremeodous spont&éneous ova- 
tion today. He was leaving Charing 
Cross railroad station for Hastings 
- when an immense crowd gathered at 
the depot, cheering itself hoarse. After 
Gladstone appeared they broke down 
the barriers and made a rush for the 
“Grand Old Man,” cheering, waving 
hats and handkerchiefs. A number of 
extra enthusiastic admirers scrambled 
on top of the cars and yelled, cheered 
and waved, until the train started 
suddenly, threw several on the track 
and platform. Two were seriously in- 
jured; they had to be taken to the hos- 
pital. Several others were badly cut 
and bruised, 

Previous to the departure of the 
train the Executive Committce of the 
Radical Association presented an ad- 
dres to Gladstone in which it was 
stated the association was hopeful of a 
brilliant triumph for Gladstone and 
fullowers in the coming elections, but 
the turmoil prevailing in the depot 
was so great that Gladstone was ut- 
terly unable to say a word in reply. 

When the trainin which Giadstone 
was traveling stopped at Tunbridge, 
Kent, a large crowd assembied. Glad- 
stone replied to addresses presented 
him. He assured themthat whatever 
meusures Of home rule were proposed 
its spirit and basis would be un- 
changed from the former one; that it 
would be compatible with English 
honor and would bring peace and con- 
tentment to Ireland and life to the 
union. 

Upon his arrival at Hastings, Giad- 
stone received another ovation, the 


streets being brilliantly decorated with 


bunting, and the veteran parliamenta- 
rian was welcomed in a truly royal 
style. 
 Inreplytoan address at Hastings, 
Giadstone said he found little to blame 
in Lord Salisbury’s foreign policy duing 
recent years, but added that he con- 
demned the policy of Goschnen, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer, in concocting 
fictitious surpluses and concealing the 
real existing conditions from Parlia- 
ment ion order to manulaciure a satis— 
factory budget. Aliuding tothe Irish 
parliamentary party. Gladstone said 
Varuell’s speech in which he said he 
had opposed the claims of labor can- 
didates in England in conseqnence of 
obligatious be was under the Liberal 
leaders, was absolutely uutrue as far 
us he (Gladstone) was concerned. 
He had always been ready to support 
Lue Claims of labor candidates. Touch- 
ing upon the painful disclosures of the 
diverce court, 
not his place to judge the amount of 
the delinquency, but it was the part of 
the Liberals to consider upon what 
principles they would be guided by in 
disposal of their votes. -The. 
erals know that the cause of Home 
Rule depends upon them. ‘Phe Liber- 
als, added the veteran statesmau, had 
arrived at adefinite conclusion in re- 
gurd to Paruell. He (Gladstone) was 
merely u reporter of the general con- 
viction that the party was against Par- 
nell.

the classes, dominion of the law and 
Stability of the crown. |Cheers.] 
Gladstone also made an address in 
the Gaiety Theater. He expressed on- 
tire confidence in the future of Lib- 
eralism. He pointed out with regard 
to the Irish mombers that each had 
entered Parliament subject to a pledge 
that on every question affecting ILre- 
land the minority should sacrifice its 
uwn opinions and coOperate with the 
majority. Every member of the Irish 
pet, from the leader downward, was 
und by this pledge. 1t was true that 


in October he denounced Parnell 
in the severest terms, although 
for seven years past he has 


been in active coOperation with him. 
He had denounced him because Par- 
nell, before then, on more occasions 
than one, had used language danger- 
ous to the empire, respecting the total 
separation of Ireland, and also be- 
cause Parnell bitterly opposed the 
Jand act, upon which the Liberals re- 
lied as the great iustrument for Irish 
grievances. When the Lliome Rule 
bill was introduced in the House it 
was frankly and magnanimously 
adopted by the Irish party. The plan 
was based on twin ideas of first band- 
ing over to Ireland the full eflicacious 
control of her local affairs, and second, 
maintaining an equally full and eflica- 
cious, imperial control of those affairs. 

“if my fresh plan of home rule is 
proposed, as | trustit may be,” con- 
tinued Gladstone, ‘‘I hope it will be 
founded on rigid fidelity to those 
bases neither of which can be justifi- 
ably separated from the other. Par- 
nell recently said: ‘It may be time to 
think of Tory allies.’ They played 
that game once and it did not answer. 
The Tory conscience does not care 
much about bome rule; it is not in the 
‘ory intellect.” 

** After the divorce revelations,”’ said 
Gladstone, *‘the Liberals decided that 
they could not place the constitutional 
leadership in Parnell’s hands. That is 
final. They are ready to face defeat, 
exclusion from power and political 
misfortune, but we will not create a 
constitutional leadership for lreland 
under such guidance.

In conclusion. Gladstone said that 
the election in Hartlepool showed that 
the Liberals were never more solid, 
self-possessed or determined to prose- 
cute their march as a united house.

NEW ORLEANS, March 17.—|By the 
Associated Press.} Judge Marra today 
charged the Grand Jury in regard to 
Saturday’s killing. He recited the 


facts in the matter and concluded: 


it is not my purpose now to do more than 
give this matter in charge to you, and I do 
80 with every confidence that there will be 
no hasty or ill-considered action en your 
part and that the results of your investiga- 
tion will be in accord with your apprecia- 
tion of the facts as they may come to your 
knowledge. 


The Grand Jury examined a number 


} of witnesses this afternoon. 


‘Mayor Shakespeare yesterday re- 
ceived a letter purporting to come from 
a committee of 3000 Italians, notifying 
him that Parkerson and Wickliffe and 
himself must die. The letter said that 
the chief assassins had not yet been 
caught. The police think these letters 
are a hoax.

The Mafia warning received by W. 
S. Parkerson, who led the citizens’ 
movement on Saturday, does not make 
him feel uneasy, although there may 
be some foundation for it. Parkerson 
treats the letter lightly. He knows if 
a hair of his head is touched, it would 
result in terrible punishment of the 
Italians and Sicilians.

They were wretches who 
had been driven out of their own coun- 
try as pests of society. The grief of 
Marquis di Rudinifor the men who 
were lynched will not be long or very 
profound. [fthe Mafias had not em- 
igrated they would have received an 
equally short shrift from the Sicilian 
vigilantes. ”’ 

NOT A CASE FOR INDEMNITY. 

WILMINGTON (Del.) March 17.—Ex- 
Secretary Bayard says he sees no basis 
on which the Italian government could 
ciaim indemnity for the men killed at 
New Orleans. There is no discrimina- 
tion against the Italian citizens and 
American citizens. The case was not 
parallel to the Wyoming massacre of 
Chinamen, in which indemnity was 
allowed.

“THEY DISCARD WIGS. 


JEWISH GIRLS ALLOW THEIR HAIR 
TO GROW IN THIS LAND. 


In Russia and Poland Jewish Rabbis 
‘Compel Matdens to Cut Their Raven 

Locks and Wear Wigs—Here, However, 
the Girls Please Themselves. 


From one of the old fashioned houses 
in East Broadway hangs this sign: 


‘‘Ladies’ Barber Shop. Ladies’ Hair Cut | 


and Dressed.” The visions of daintily 
perfumed rooms and pretty women at- 
tendants that may be aroused by this are 
not borne ont by clever inspection. In 
fact these combinations don’t flourish 
in that locality. But nevertheless the 
place has an interesting history. The 
proprietor is a square faced man with a' 
bald head and brown mustache. He is 
a Russian Hebrew, and learned the art 
of hair dressing in Russia. He practiced 
it in Germany and Austria, also, before 
he came to New York to beautify the 
heads of the east side belles. Many a 


‘blushing kalla (bride) has had.her hair 
‘done up in tasteful coils by his nimble 


fingers previous to her wedding. . Busi- 
ness was dull the other day when a re- 
porter called upon the barber. 

*“Most of my customers are Jewish 
girls, of course,” he said. ‘Times have 
changed greatly since I received my ap- 
prenticeship. The girls are not so pious 
any more, not even the daughters of the 
most orthodox families. There is a 
spirit of freedom in the air in this coun- 
try which overwhelms many of the old 
time customs, and Jews do here many 
things which would cause their ostra- 
cism in the Jewish quarters of the Rus- 
sian villages. , 

GIRLS WITH SHORT HAIR. 

“When I first began my work all 
Jewish girls and women wore wigs. 
They clipped their own hair very close 
and wore the wigs overit. Before my 
time they used to shave their heads. 
The reason for this custom was that 
some rabbi had declared it proper. He 
argued that it subdued the spirit of van- 
ity inherent in all women. His dictum 
was generally approved, and it became 
so general a custom that no pious Jew- 
ish woman wguld have cxhibited her 
own hair in public under any circum- 
stances, 

“If by chance her wig was displaced 
and her own hair was revealed she con- 
sidered it a calamity, and prayed earn- 
estly that her involuntary sin might be 
forgiven. The wigs were never allowed 
to be ornamental, but were always very 
plain and common looking. This cus- 
tom still prevails in the small towns and 
villages of Russia and Russian Poland, 
Elsewhere it has been modified. 

“T was abroad a few years ago, and no- 
ticed that in the cities the women have 
established a new system. Instead of 
clipping their hair short all over the 
head they now let it grow in a bang in 
front and clip the rest. They wear little 
skull caps over the clipped part, and 
only put on the wigs occasionally. Very 
few wear wigs in the morning, and they 
do their marketing without them. The 
appearance of a lot of women with, 
bangs straying from under skull caps is 
very odd. 

“The influence of America upon the 
custom is remarkable. - It is well known 
abroad that it has been discarded here, 
and the result is that most of the women 
immigrants are prepared forit. In fact 
Ihave come across a number of girls 
who let their hair grow secretly under 
their wigs whilé they weré still in their’ 
native villages, and threw their wigs 
overboard as soon as they got on the ves- 
sels that carried them to these shores. 
Of course if they had been detected at 
home they would have received scant 
courtesy from the rabbis. 

A QUEER CASE. 

‘Tt may seem strange that Chief Rabbi 
Joseph doesn’t insist upon the continu- 
ance of this custom in New York, but I 
imagine that he has been advised that it 
would be impossible toenforce it. Most 
of the women wait until they come here 
before they let their hair grow. 

“It is my business to train ahd trim it 


after itisgrown. You see even the girls | 


who have held to the custom until they 
come to this country give it up when 
they see how lonesome they are here. It 
is no easy task to fix their hair, because 
constant clipping has stiffened and hard- 
ened it. It is amusing, though, that 
these girls are very critical. Once they 
discard the clipping and wig business 
they go tothe other extreme. It is as 
though all the natural vanity that has 
been pent up in them had suddenly been 
let loose. 

““About a year agolI was called upon 
to testify in a lawsuit about this custom. 
Alexander Levy, a Polish fur maker, had 
been arrested upon the charge of Eliza 
Blashker. She said that she had advanced 
him money upon his promise to marry 
her, which he had failed to refund when 
the promise was broken. It came out 
in the trial that he was anxious to marry 
her, but that his parents objecied be- 
cause she wasn’t pious enough. He ad- 
mitted on the witness stand that this 
was the case. He said that his parents 
had threatened to cast him off, and to 
mourn for him as if he were dead if he 
married the girl. 

**The main objection, it seems, was that 
she wouldn’t shave off her hair and wear 
a wig as his mother did. The girl gave 
the keynote of the fceling in the ortho- 
dox community here when she said that 
she had refused to do this because the 
custom had been generally abandoned, 
and because she was an American and 
didn’t propose to make a guy of herself. 

“Tt is only rarely that I find any wo- 
men, even among the old ones, who ad- 
here to the custom. My work has grown 
away from what it was originally, and 
now it is mainly hair dressing, after the 
modes prevalent in this and all other 
civilized countries.”—New York Sun,

A Peculiar Verdict in the 
Crumb Case. 


|THE NOTED NIGHTINGALE SUIT. 


Some of the Inside Facts Brought 

Out Yesterday—A Question as 

+ toWhether There Was an 
Embezziement.’ 


The Crumb adultery case is at an end. 
After deliberating twenty-four hours the 
jury at 4 o’clock yesterday afternoon re- 
turned the verdict which they had agreed 
upon. The verdict was remarkable, It 
was as fuliows: 
People of the State of California vs. Will- 
jam Crowb: 
We, the jury in the above entitled action, 
find the defendant guilty of livipgina 
state of open and nuWwrious cobabitation 
and adultery as charged, But do net find 
beyond a reasonable doubt that the defend- 
aut Was a married man atthe time. 
‘This peculiar finding was received by the 
court and the jury discharged. ‘The de- 
fendant’s attorneys mude no objection or 
protest. Monday next was fixed’ as the 
time for sentence, 
After court had edjourned Crumb’s at-_ 
torneys appeared to be remarkably jubilant. 
The cause of their joy was a wéli-founded 
belief that the verdict could pot be made 
to stand... They claimed that the id@a of 
aD Uomarried man, ora man whose mart- 
riage had not been proven, being guilty of 
adultery was preposterous. 
The jury, after having been locked up 
all nigut, was called in at 10:30 yesterday 
morning. The foreman stated that they 
wereuuable to agree on awmatter of jaw. 
The point upon which the jurymen were 
inabie to come together was as to whether 
or not Crumb and Mrs. Calvert had lived 
together in “open and notorious adultery.” 
Juuge Smith gave them a few further in- 
structions and they again retired, with the 
resuit of a verdict as above stated. 
Upon the first ballot the jury stood 7, for 
conviction and 5 for acquittal. Then the 
compromise verdict was suggested. The 
defendant was found guilty as charged, 
with the important modification that ‘“"be- 
youd a reasonabie doubt we do not find that 
he was a married map.” Even this verdict 
did not satisfy one of the twelve jurors, who 
stood out for acquittal, 
That Crumb was married to Kate Swan- 
son, October 4, 1878, in Dickinson county, 
Kan., there is not the slightest doubt. ‘Ihe 
prosecution bad all of the documents to 
prove this marriage, but they were ruled out 
-on the ground that they were not certified 
to, asthe laws of California require. On 
this flimsy and immaterial legal defect 
Crumb escapes the penitentiary. 
Even if this verdict stands the maximum 
penalty which can be inflicted is one year 
in the County Jail, or $1000 fine, one or 
both, at the discretion of the Court, 

A SENSATIONAL CASE. 
The suitof L. J. P. Morrill, Otis Parnold 
and Juhn Jucker, against Newell Nightin- 
galecame up againin Department Three 
yesterday before Judge ade. he evi- 
denec in the case was ail inand it was 
argued by Waldo M. York for the plaintiifs 
and by Gen. A. M. Bragg of Wisconsin, for 
the defendant. Gen. LBraggis au orator 
and attorney of national reputation. He it 
was iv 1884, who, at the Wemocratic Na- 
tional Couvention in referring to the fact 
that Grover Cleveland had incurred the 
enmity of Tammany Hall said: “We love 
him forthe enemies he has made.” Gen. 
Bragg was afterward appointed by Mr. 
Cley land a8 minister plenipotentiary and 
envoy extraordinary to Mexico, ; 
The plaintiffs and the defendant were all 
stockholders inthe Milwaukee Furniture 
Company of this city. ‘The affairs of the 
company became complicaied. Nightin- 
Wale” signed a contract agreeing to pur- 
chase 427 shares of the capital stock 
of the company for $45,000, To secure the 
payment of this money, securities were 
placed in the hands of Geerge L. Arnold ys 
trustee. ‘This suit Das been brougnt fo 
have Mr. Arnold seil these securities to sat- 
isiy the contract Nightingale entered into 
with Morrill, Arnold and Jucker. 

The defendant alleges that that the con- 
tractis mult and void, and that Nighbtin- 
gule’s signature to it was obtained under 
duress apd menace. It seems that Night- 
ingale did sign an agreemantto purchase 
the stock as aileged. lie was charged with 
embezziementand the parties threatened 
him with arrest and exposure unless he did 
sigo. Itis aiso alleged by the defendant 
that during his absence the plaintiffs broke 
open his private desk and abstracted there- 


from papers memoranda and other effects 
which they afterward declined to return to 
him, 
Nightingale therefore asks the court to 
anuul the contract he signed to purchase 
the 427 shares of stock as well as the notes 
he gaye to secure payment of the same. 
Gen, Bragg wadea powerful argument 
for the defense. He said that it was an 
outrage for the plaintiffs, who had by com- 
pounding a felony, secured Nightingale’s 
signature toa contract, tocome into court 
and ask that the terms of the illegal insitru- 
iment be enforced, He detailed the facts 
and circumstances under which Nightin- 
gale sigued the paper, all of which went 
to show thathe did not enter intoit of 
his own free willand accord, and that it 
wus therefore null and void. 
itis asserted that Nightingale was de- 
tected in the embezzlement otf money be- 
yond reasonabie doubt, He was secretary 
aud treasurer of the company. When the 
stockholders learned this, they arrived at 
the conclusion that there was no way in 
which they could find out how much Night- 
ingale had taken. Therefore they would 
be unable to know how much to demand in 
the way of restitution. ‘his being the case, 
the piaintills conciuded to sell their stock 
to him, which they did for $43,000, 
Nightingale sent to his father, whoisa 
wealthy resident of Milwaukee, Wis., for 
$10,000. His father mailed bim the amount. 
But before it arrived Nightingale left the 
city, and he has not since returned, The 
money sent to him by bis father was recov- 
ered and returned to the sender by Attorney 
James H. Call of this city, who with ex- 
United States District. Attorney George J. 
Denis, is associated with Gen, Bragg ino 
the defense. 
lt is asserted that in the event that Judge 
Wade holds that the contract is null and 
void because it was obtained under duress, 
the plaintiffs will bring a criminal prosecu- 
tion against Nightingale for embezziement. 
. The argument of the case was not con- 
cluded yesterday, but it will in all proba- 
bility be submitted to Judge Wade today. 
THE TAYLOR*MARSHALL CASE. 
The Taylor-Marshall perjury examination 
was on again before Justice Stanton yes- 
terday afternoon. It is now drawing to a 
close. Jessie Marshall herself was piaced 
on the stand to testify in rebuttal. She 
swore on ber direct examination that it 
was either Saturday, October 6, ISSS, or 
Saturday.
